Now that the time appointed Tor the meeting 

of the Legislature draws near, public mind nate- 
rally fererts with earnest anxiety to those great 
measures which it is presumed will chiefly oc 
cupy the attention of the Council. Of these the 
most thomentous is the reconstraction of the Cus- 
toms Tariff. British Columbia, at the present 
time, may be said to export only gold ; for altho’ 
she will donbtless ere lang become & large expeor- 
ter of lamber, spars and various other products 
of both sea and \and, yet all other branches of 
‘jndusfry are onty in embryo, and we hare after 
all to:fall back upon gold as our gole matter of 
expott at the present moment. ‘Bat if British 
Columbie is a small exporter it is far otherwise 
as respects her imports. An annual importation 
of thie million dollars worth. of merchandise is 
not idsignificant for a six year old colony, with e 
‘popujation of T000 to $000 souls. Under these 
circumstances it comes to be a most important 
“ gubj¢ct of inquiry for our legislators how the 
Customs Tariff, from which the revenue is at 

~ prespat almost solely raised, can be shaped #0 as 
the gost effectually to conserve the interests and 
promote. the prosperity of the colony at large-— 
how, without decrement to the revenue, we) may 
most surely and apeedily attain and assert our 
conjmerciul independence. ‘This question has ev 
pie weet! afforded subject matter for discussion 
in these columns that we somewhat fear exhaust- 
ing the patience of our readers ; and yet the ques- 

; tiop. is one so vitally important to us all that, 
recpllecting the old proverb, “non vi, sed spe 
” we cannot permit it to rest ander cir- 
cumstances ia which reticence would be little 
shart of crime. We would be sorry to think that 
thdse in power do not see in the present 
fiscal system of the colony much that is ab- 
surd in its conception and suicidal in its work- 
ings ; for to assume that they did not would 

, in point of fact, to pronounce them anfit for 

the position they occupy. . It would be obyivoasly 
inipossible in the scope of'one short article to deal 
with the whole subject ; we shall, therefore, for 
the-sake of convenience and perspicuity, confine 
our present remarks to one peculiar phase in the 
present Tariff, viz., that of charging duty «pon 
the assumed value here, instead of charging duty 

‘ upon the purchase invoice, ‘or market value at 
the place of shipment, as is done in ‘othet coun- 
tries. Let us see how this provision affects the 
merchant who imports direct from England. To 
the English invoice 334 per cent. is added and 
ty cullected apon the reguit! This is done, 
we cannot but presume, in order to assimilate 
the prices of the English merchant to those of 
Victoria chapmen, and thereby counteract, as far 
as may be by legislation, the advantages of di- 
tect importation, Nor are we left withont a key 
to this piece of extraordinary legiglation, The 
framers of the present Tari’ were Victorians, 
- both in feeling, connection and interest. Posses- 
ged of large landed property in and around that 
town, it was an object for them, in framing laws 
for this colony, to draw grist to their own mill. 
And that they were as clever'as they were unscra- 
pulous as to the mode of compassing their own 
selfish purposes is but tco clearly proved by the 
sequel. The object, we say, was to throw the 
‘commerce of this colony into the hands of Vic- 
- \toria merchants, and thereby render it tributary 
ito their interests. Could the wisest statesmen 
‘of the age have miore systematically promoted 
‘that object? Under the present arrangement 
\the direct importer would be placed at every 
imaginable disadvantage in competing with Vic- 

| ‘toria. We have those amongst us at the pres- 
‘ent moment whe would bring our supplies direct 

| from England, did aot the law say, in the most 

_ emphatic and arbitrary manner, ‘‘ You shall not 

| do so.’ Nor is the fact of our commerce center- 
ing at Victoria to be attributed in any degree to

That various avenues are 
open for those passessed of the most moderate 
means to make «living, if not fortune, we 
have the positive assurance of our senses. A 
man can earn his three to/ four dollars a-day 
at wood-cutting or shinglesmaking ; and ten 
dollars will set him up in the business. Forty 
dollars will bay 9 cow, which will bring in two 
dollars a day for the there milking. Fifty dollare 
will purchase fifty hen, the average product of 
which would not fall under 86 eggs a day all the 
year round, for hens- are singularly prolific in this 
country, which would yield three dollara a day, 
while, of course, double the number of hens would 
double the income.
